How. to Fry. 

To fry food properly a deep pan ts 
needed, with a wire frying busket of a 
proper size to fit it. Fat is also needed 
in sufficient quaniity to allow the arti- 
cles fried to be completely immersed 
in it. ‘The success of the process de 
pends upon the temperature and purity 
of the fat. é 

In ordinary households a constant 
supply of the best possible frying me- 
dium, properly clarified fat, ought to 
be always at hand. All fat, cooked or 
uncooked; all skimmings from soups or 
gravies, all scraps of fat, must be col- 
lected and cut into small pieces. Then, 
with water tn the proportion of a quar 
ter of a pint to each pound of fat, they 
must. be rapidly boiled in a covered 
saucepan, the lid being removed after 
botling point is reached, and the ¢ook- 
Jug continue till not the faintest bub- 
ble is seen. Then only is it free from 
moisture and ready to be strained 
through a cloth into a basin, where 
when cool it -will be a firm, compact 
mass of absolutely pure fat. 

When wanted for cooking it must be 
placed in a deep saucepan quite an 
hour before it is needed to heat gradu- 
ally and thoroughly, so that at the right 
moment it may be raised quickly to 
smoking point, at which the blue 
smoke is a signal that it is ready for 
food to be cooked in it. 

The articles to be fried must be 
placed in the frying basket, a féw at a 
time and not touching each other, and 
geatly lowered into. the fat, where 
they remain until. they are a faint lem- 
on color, ready to be drained over the 
pan for a few moments and afterward 
set in the open oven or on the hot plate 
on paper to drain thoroughly. When 
frying articles requiring longer cook- 
ing the pan should be moved to a 
cooler part of the stove after the fist 
few moments, so that cooking goes on 
slowly. They are then drained as 
above. It must be remembered that fat 
must be raised to smoking point again 
before fresh articles are placed in it. 

All greastness of fried foods is caus- 
ed by the fat being below smoking 
heat. When it is absolutely, boiling it 
causes an invisible crust to form in- 
stantly, which not only prevents the 
fat entering, but the flavor from leav- 
ing, the food cooked in it. 

Fat may be used again and again, 
but it must be clarified afresh after 
each using.

To Clean Rusty Iron.

This mace is of very ancient and 
honorable origin. Under the old Ro- 
man. republic the magistrates passed 
on foot from one place tq another ad- 
ministering justice, trying pubHe_/of-' 
fenders and imposing penalties. 

Each of these magistrates was at- 


as lictors,, whose duty it was to make 
way for the officers of: the law, pre- 
serve order, make arrests and inflict 
punishment on condemned citizens. 
Each of these Hetors carried with 
him a bunch of rods tied together 
with thongs and having an ax beund 
to the outside of it. The thongs were 
used for scourging and the ax for 


! | beheading. Sentences imposed by the 


mogistrates were at once carried ont. 
Those bundles‘of rods were knewn as 
fasces. When the Romans comquered 
Britain the use of the fasces as a sym- 
bol was brought with them, and many 
other Roman customs remained witt 
the British people. 

While it was no longer used for tn- 
flieting punishment. it continued to he 
used as a symbol by the early Rngtish 
magistrates, and’ when an officer ap 
peared carrying the fasces his an- 
thority was itamediately accepted by 
all. It was, in effect, his badge ef 
office. 

The English form of ‘the fasces was 
slightly changed in that the ax was 
placed inside of the bundle -of rods, 
with thé blade protruding from the 
top. 

The great councils of the early 
Saxons gradually developed inte one 
general body, which tn the fourteenth 
century became known as the house 
of commons. In all) these earlier conn- 
ceils the use of the fasces was con- 
tinved, but it then came to be known 
as the mace, which has, remained ps 
the emblem of legislative authority in 
that body down to the preseat day. 

The house of representatives of the 
United States was medeled closely 
after the house of commons by the 
framers of our constitution, and the 
usage of the mace was borrowed bats 
the English custom. 

The first mace adopted by the house 
was destroyed by fire when the Brit- 
ish burned the capitol ti 1814.) From 
1814 until 1842 a mace of painted weod 
did service, but in the latter year the 
present macé was made after the model 
of the original one.

A Little. Vasel’ne Improves and Pre- 
serves the Binding. 

An ‘official- of the Cougressional Ww 
brary was talking with a friend who 
recently had purchased a handsome set 
of leather bound volumes and said: 

“You had better examine those vol- 
umes carefully to see if the leather 
needs feeding. If it is new stock they 
will be all rignt let alone for several 
years, but if they have been on the 
shelves for some tite the leather will 
have ‘lost most of its natural oil and 
become brittle. ‘This applies especially 
to books kept In private hetses, which 
are as a rule much hotter than the book 
stacks of a large library. There is 
nothing more attractive than a fresh, 
well preserved leather binding on a 
volume and scareely anything less so 
than a dilapidated, cracked one. 

“You can add years to the life of a 
leather binding and a hundred per cent 
to its appeurabce by rubbing in a little 
vaseline with a piece of raw cotton— 
not too much, just as fuch as the 
leather will thoroughly absorb. Where 
the binding bends is where it is most 
likely to crack. The leather will not 
be greasy, as the vaseline will be ab- 
sorbed. One treatment every year or 
two is sufficient uniess the books are 
unduly exposed to heat.”

‘He carried them to Brougham, pre- 
senting them with the prince regent's 
compliments. The barrister instantly 
withdrew and never afterward re- 
ferred to the insult. 

Years later, when the prince, now 
king, tried to divorce his wife, Broughb- | 
ham, as her defender, so vehement- | 
ly sustained her cause that she | 
triumpbed. The king’s name was not 
mentioned during the trial, though the 
nation knew, that he was secretly the 
prosecutor.. Brougham in his speech 
declared that he saw in the distance 
the nameless persecutor of his inno- 
cent client, quoting with terrific effect 
Milton’s words: ; 

The other shape, 
If shape [tt might be called, * * * black it 
stood as night, 
Fierce as ten furies. terrible as hell, 
And shook a dreadful dart; what seem'd 
his head 
The likeness of a kingly crown had on. 

“George IV. felt sertously this savage 
attack. The nation sided with the 
queen, and her defender Wad paid his 
debt with interest. 


THE DRUG STORE. 


Its Evolution From the Apothecaries of 
the Colonies. 

During the seventeenth century, the 
druggist came to America and closely 
followed English precedents, modify- 
ing them, however, by the practice of 
the Indians, with whom he came in 
contact. Quack apothecaries began to 
spring up in the new land, and in 1636 
the colony of Virginia passed a law 
which among other things regulated 
the prices and fees of the druggist 
At this ¢ime it was fashionable for 
the druggists to practice surgery in ad- 
dition to pharmacy, and the Virginia 
colony contained a large number of 
people who were proficient in.both pro- 
fessions. In Massachusetts the busi- 
ness’ was largely in the hands. of 
Indians, schoolmasters, old women and 
teachers. The Salem witchcraft de- 
lusion retarded the spread of the drug- 
gist for some time in the Bay State. 
for the popular impression fastened on 
the apothecaries a suspicion that they 
sold the potions that were supposed to 
produce the spells. Among those who 
suffered persecution at this time 
mixers of medicine appear to have 
been prominent. 

The drug shop bad not yet become a 
distinct institution. It was usually a 
branch of the grocery or spice busi- 
ness. In 1647 one Giles| Forman of 
Boston, bad, however,-: firmly estab- 
lished himself as devoting special at- | 
tention to pharmacy. In 1648 the first | 
distinctive drug store in America was 
opened in Boston by William Davies. 
—Lippincott’s.

The query is very difficult 
wf solution, for the origin of kissing 
fs shrouded in. mystery, although 
tkiesing has been practised? by civil- 
‘dived nations in every era of the world. 

Biblical records do not enlighten 
@s as to whether our first parents in- 
@ulged in the habit. The first kiss 
co record was the one given by Jacob 
@#o Rachel, when he met her at the 
well. In the New Testament St. Paul 
admonishes his followers to greet 
@ne another with a holy kiss. And in 
the time of the Romans kissing the 
Sinnd to a god was a sign of adora- 
tion. 

From all accounts extant, English 
people—unemotional and prosaic as 
they are characterized—appear, to 
hhave been among .the first to have 
exploited the joys of kissing, and to 
wender it a universal. habit. And 
then, again, in no other country but 
England has the mistletoe plant at- 
tained such popularity.

In Poorhouse Row. .-.300- . 


This’ extraordinary. state of affairs 
exists in Albion street, originally call- 
ed Poorhouse row or Independence 
lane, and situated close to the ruins 
of the old abbey. It owes its origin 
to’ the fact, so the story goes, that 
it was left, among other lands, ete., 
in trust pro pono publico by. same 
philanthropic person, evidently with 
a view to practically studying the wel- 
fare and improving the social condi- 
tions of the- poorer fen laborers. The 
trustees and other persons who hold 
the administration of these various 
lands gave notice many years ago— 
beyond living memory, in fact—that 
a narrow piece of waste land, be- 
tween forty end fifty feet in width, 
had been set aside for building pur- 
poses, and if*any of the humbler lab- 
orers wished -to. have a plot of land 
to erect a dwelling place upon it 
could simply be had for the asking; 
and many were the odd and fantastic 
one-story. shanties that were erected 
there, 

Houses Cost Little. 

In this way the little piece of rough, 
water logged land eventyally was 
transformed into the semblance of a 


| 
street of some sixty or seventy rude 


habitations, most of which had been 
put up at a cost of a few pounds. 

Only about half a dozen of the old 
houses are left that can still be claim- 
ed by this unique procedure, most of 
the tenements having been replaced 
by more modern buildings, and the 
occupiers, being better educated, hav- 
ing under the enfranchisement laws, 
for a matter of $15 to $20, taken out 
freehold) deeds, have become full 
fledged. property owners, and, _ of 
course, they ean will such properties 
to whomsoever they please, or even.

It bears on 
its face the Lord’s Prayer, engraved 
in capital letters over an iach tn 
height and painted white so that they 
will stand out from the surface of the 
rock. 

The story of the rock and its serip- 
tural inscription is tuat Dr. J. C. 
Greene, now dead, but for many years 
a prominent. yfhysician of — Butialo, 
N.Y., formed a detérmination in his 
boyhood days of having the Lord’s 
Prayer, engraved on this boulder. He 
twas a native of: Starksboroezh. For 
many years the rock was disfigured 
with posters and other advertising 
matter. Since the Lord’s Prayer has 
been engraved -onthe rock it has not 
been used as a billboard. It is a com- 
mon object of respéct and pride among 
‘the peopte, and to cover it with pos- 
jters now would be regarded as, a de- 
secration. i 

One feature of the story is that Dr. 
‘Green paid 25 cents a letter for the 
engraving of the prayer, and that! in 
his will he made provision for the re- 
painting of the letters whenever they 
became dim.
